DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lin. 
With regard to claims 1 and 5, Lin (US 6,677,668) discloses an integrated circuit device comprising: 
package having a plurality of interface pins (380, since term pin refers to pins, solder balls, solder 
columns and other); and plurality of integrated circuit devices (320, 330) mounted inside the package, 
wherein: 

each integrated circuit device has a plurality of interface ports; at least one 

interface port being connected to another one of the plurality of integrated circuit devices(Fig. 4a),; 

at least one of said integrated circuit devices has an interface port connected an 

interface pin (Fig. 4a,b); and 

at least one of said integrated circuit devices is packaged in a chip scale package (330). 
With regard to claim 2, Lin discloses some of said integrated circuit devices (320) are not in 
chip scale packages and have been tested at their full operational speed (col. 4, lines 34-37). 
With regard to claim 3, Lin discloses at least one of said integrated circuit devices is 
a network processor (col. 4, lines 28-30) and at least one of said other devices 
a memory device (inherently). 

With regard to claim 4, Lin discloses the interconnections between said devices have 
different impedances (since the interconnection traces have different trace geometry).
